INSTANT DEATH 



For Six Men in Awful Head find 
Collision. 



L. & N. Horror in Which Two 
Crews Are Almost Wiped 
Out. 



Louisville, Ky., Nov. 12— Sis 
men were instantly killed, one fa- 
tally hurt and another badly in- 
jured m ■ terrific head end collis- 
ion between two heavily loaded 
freight trains on the Louisville and 
Nashville at Tilford's switch, j 
outside of New Hope, in Neli 
county, at 3:50 o'clock this morni 
One ol the trains was a double 
header and the ^wo crashed to- 
gether in the dark with terrific 
force, catching the train men in the 
cabs and demolishing the engines, 
while freight car after freight car 
piled in a tangled mass over the 
bodies of the unfortunate members 
of the crews. 

To add to the horror of the scene 
the cars took fire and in a few mo- 
ments the wreckage was a roaring 
furnace, consuming the bodies of 
those buried beneath the debris 
and making their rescue an utter 
impossibility. The body of one of 
the victims was burned beyond re- 
cognition. 

The dead are as follows: 

Engineer Moreland Graves.of No. 
31; Kngmeer Martin CanDon of No. 
31; Fireman A. H. Leach, of No. 31; 
Fireman Wm. Lyden, of No. 
Engineer Sturgis, of No. 34; I 
man John Reynolds, of No. 34. 

The injured are; 

R. E. Hume, brakeman, jaw torn 
off and body mangled: dying. 

J. A. Winkler, brakeman, not se- 
rious. 

The scene of thedisaster was ap 
palling. The trains hit on a high 
embankment between New Have 
and Louisville, near Tiltord 
switch. In a moment the engine 
and cars caught fire and when da; 
light came, there was only a smou 
deringmassof debris left of th 
three yiant engines and thirtee 
cars. Five bodies ol engineer 
and firemen lay in the ashes and 
were burned to a crisp. The first 
body found was hardly recogni; 
ble as that of a human being. 

Buried under the shattered ca 
and the steel and iron with the 
Hames and boiling water all around 
them were the unfortunate train 
men. Men from the Belle of Nel 
son distillery were the first to reach 
the scene, and they went bravely 
to work to try to rescue some of the 
ims, although the fire made it 
perilous. To add to thr. horrors 
gunpower contained in th 

oded repeatedly. The first 
taken out was Brakeman 
Hume, who is still alive. His jaw 
torn away and he was fear- 
fully burned. A moment after 
Hume was taken out there \ 
explosion at the very spot where he 
was lying. 

The bodies of Graves, Cannon, 
Sturgis, Reynolds, Lyden and 
Leach were in a literal hell and 
were burned to a crisp.

race valuable lessons in the art of 
self-government, in progress, in de- 
velopment, in civilization and in 
the betterment of man's condition.

V*to>eea given our people, and it is, 
,iaerefore, a praiseworthy custom 
mt that national recognition and iodi-

The St. Louis Post-Dispatch is 
preparing to celebrate its 25th birth- 
day on Dec. 13 the issue of a news- 
paper which will contain at least 
124 pages and will weigh over two 
pounds. This newspaper will cost 
its publishers over 12 cents per copy 
but will be sold at the regular price 
—h cents. The work of preparat- 
ion for this enormous edition began 
last September, when five members 
of the editorial staff were detached 
from service on the regular editions 
and constituted the Anniversary 
Edition Council. 

The first work was the formulat- 
ion of plans and these having been 
adopted, a schedule was prepared 
which resembles a railway time- 
table. On this schedule is a space 
for each page and the dates each 
portion ot the work on that page 
must begin and end— from the 
porter and photographer to the 
pressman. The members of 
council were assigned to divisions 
of the work and directed artists, 
photographers, reporters and sten 
ographers in the preparation of the 
features for their divisinos. The 
head of the council keeps them in 
such close touch that up to date the 
work has followed the schedule 
faithfully. 

Eighteen color pages was planned 
and, as a color page occupies more 
than thrice the time in pi 
ion that is necessary for ; 
page of equal merit, the first work 
was on these pages. By the latter 
part of October all of the color pages 
had been completed and were in 
the hands of the pressman. They 
had gone the long road from the 
suggestion of the editor, the collect- 
ion of material by reporters, the 
taking of pictures by photographers, 
the combination of pictures in ac- 
cepted designs by artists, the en- 
graving and the electrotyping. 
They were ready to be printed on 
the Post-Dispatch's huge four color 
presses. 

Before November began 
pleted section of the annit 
edition was on the press.

The relics in the house vary consider- 
ably in Interest. Not one piece of its 
furniture Is known to have been therein 
Shakespeare's time, though some pieces 
have u«en bought by the trustees, be- 
cause they were In the house early in the 
last century, and were then shown as be- 
ing old furniture of the house. The desk 
from the Grammar school Is frankly 
stated to be Shakespeare's, "by old tradi- 
tion." and other objects have their claims 
to notice. 

The portraits of Shakespeare include 
many with incomplete pedigrees, and 
some of undoubtedly later date than 
Shakespeare's death. Yet while one 
"authority" believes In the Ely palace 
portrait, another is frankly attached to 
the "Flower" painting at the Memorial 
theater. Only the Droeshout engraving 
In the first folio, and the bust In Trinity 
church have unassailable histories. 
The Hatha way house, commonly called 
nne Hathaway's cottage, has "nothing 
but local tradition," with some small 
tint of conftrmniory evlilmn on 
which to rest Its claims. Yet what can 
be stronger than local tradition back to a 
ime when there could he no I-CSS4M f« 
Inventing a fabulous story. Even the 
name of Shakesppare's wife rested on 
this same local tradition until compara- 
tively recently. Every church register 
In the neighborhood had been searched 
and researched for a record of the mar- 
riage, and it was a matter of surprise 
when a bond for the Issue of a special 
license of marriage between "William 
Shaxpere et Annum Hathway" was 
found in the consistory court of Worces- 
ter.
